Travelers affirm that the people ol 
no foreign country do as much out-of- 
door labor during the bent of the day 
aathdltiha^lUiitaortito United Slates. 
In sll Ihe countries about Ihe Med • 
ici'snean Sea a long season of res*, tor 
man aud beast occurs during tlie mid- 
dle of ihe day. Among tbe Spaniard* 
the praetio • ofsloepiiiR st noon Is hi- 
most as common as Dial of sleeping 
during llie nijlit. In northern Eu- 
rope a shorter lime is given for rest 
at noon, bcoattao the temperature la 
lower, and tho rays of the suiiliicht 
fall so as to produco a li s* injurious 
effect upon laborers. Still Ihe time 
lor rest '« longer in Ibis part of Eu- 
rope than In the United Slate*. With 
us there is 110 slopping work for the 
take ol Inking rest st noun. I.sbor 
i* suspended only lo allow men nnd 
animals lo lako food aud drink. As 
•0011 a* cm 1 in" and drinking are fin- 
ished work In the open suit is re- 
sumed. 

Without doubt we should be gain- 
ers, both in matter of health and 
wealth, If wegave ooneiderablo lime 
during ihe middle of Ibe day lo rest. 
More sickness occurs among farmers 
immediately alter haying and har- 
vesting than nt any 01 her season of 
the year, and the cause of it may bo 
attributed, in a great majority of cases 
to exposure lo the hnat of the sun 
when it is slinost directly over the 
heads of the workmen engaged in die 
fields. The utimbcr of cases of sum- 
stroke Increases every year. Many 
who are not prostrated by Ihe heat 
are greatly injured by it. What is 
true of men iu Ibis respect is alto true 
of animals. A long rest al noon 
would prevent oxpn*ure lo (he sun at 
tho tiino when injurious effects arc 
most likely to follow. Ii would also 
put bolta men and animals in a con- 
dition to do work durittir the cooler 
portions of the afleiunon. 



Newspaper Patronage. 

Tliero appears to he many differ 
out ways ol understanding tho mean- 
ing of iiowspuper patronage, ns il is 
called, and as its iuteiei.led party, we 
give place lo a disquisition of Ihe 
subject by one who knows whereof 
he speaks. It will serve, perhaps, as 
n minor where certain persons can 
tee ihcmsclvcs as others see them. 

Many long and weary \enrs have 
forced the conviction upon us thai 
Newspaper patronage i« a word ol 
many definition*, nnd that a great 
majority or mankind are cither igno- 
rant of the correct definition or aro 
dishonest in a strict biblical sense of 
the word. Newspaper patronage is 
composed of as many colors 11* a rain- 
how, and is as changeable as a cha- 
in flcon. 

One man pomes in nnd subscribes 
for a pit per and pays for il in advance, 
and goes home and rends il with Ihe 
proud satisfaction that it it li is. He 
hands in his advertisement, asks the 
pries, pays lor it, and goes to his 
place of business nnd reaps Ihe ad- 
vantage thereof. Another says, "you 
may put my name on your books," 
and goes out without laying a word 
about pay, Tiino pastes on, andjou 
want money, and want bim to pay 
yoH what i> honestly due you. lie 
flies into n ptissiar, perhaps pays, 
perhaps not, and orders his paper 
snipped. This is called newspaper 
patronage. 

Another man lives near you— he 
does not take Ihe paper— ho don't 
like Ihe editor— Ihe pnper is loo small 
lor him— yel he goes regularly to hi* 
npiifhlior's and reads ii, and quarreli 
Willi the opinions of tho editor, uc- 
caaioually he sees an article he like, 
he begs, or give* a ha'l dime lor t!ie 
uum her. This is culled newspaper 
patronage. 

Another man likes the paper and 
lakes n copy for his family, and pays 
for It, and does all he can to get new 
subscribers ; he never grumbles, hut 
alwaya has a cheerful word for the 
editor. If any little item of interest 
occurs In Vie neighborhood he in- 
tonus the editor. This is nowspnper 
patronage. 

Another man has a patent and 
wauls you Ingivoil a two-dollar no- 
tice overy week. It will be of Inter- 
est to your readers he says ; hut al- 
though knowing it will benefit him 
■float of all, he do"- not oiler to pay 
foril. Tills it called newspaper pat- 
ronage. 

Another man has lakon tho paper 
for several years, but has not paid lor 
it, and comes in wilh a four or five 
dollar advertisement nnd asks you lo 
insert it for nothing, because lie is an 
old patron of yours. This is called 
newspaper palronago 

Another man— "a young man about 
town ;" no use of taking a paper; he 
knows all there i- going on. By and 
by be gels married, and hands in a 
notice wilh ' just givo mo 11 doxon 
copies." lie gets them, and when 
yon mention pay looks surprised— 
•'You surely don't charge (or surh a 
thing!" Anil this it called newspaper 
palronago. 

Now isn't newspaper pifronago a 
curious tiling? 

And in that great day when the 
gentleman in black gett hi* dues, at 
he surely will, bow many of tbe pa- 
trons enumerated above will fall to 
hiskhare? Now il will he seen thai 
while rertaiu kinds of patronage are 
Ihe very life and existence of a news- 
paper, Ihcrn arc oilier kinds of pat- 
ronage that aro more destructive than 
the dcadlv nlifhi-sliade.— Kx.

Androw Jackson was born in tl.o 
Waxnaw teitlcmcni, Nonh of South 
Carolina, oil llie 15lh of March, 17B7. 
Parion Mates that ho was horn in 
Union county, North Carolina, but 
bold* Ibal "General Jackson always 
supposed himself to be a natlvo'of 
South Carolina." He was addicted 
In his youth to gambling, horse-rac- 
ing, and ol her spuria. He was an ex- 
cellent horseman nnd a capital shot ; 
was very dignified In manner*, and 
Was distinguished for his courage and 
activity. In 1788 ho married in 
Nashville, Teiut., where he began the 
practice of law. He speedily obtain- 
ed a large practice, and in 1706 was 
elected lo Congross as the only 
member from that State. In the fol- 
lowing yo»r he wits elected to tho 
Senate, but ho resigned his scat in 
1708 and wat appointed a judgo of 
tha Supreme Court of Tennessee, 
aud served for six years. In 1806 lie 
challenucd and killed Charles Dick- 
inson, in a duel with pistols, receiv- 
ing himsolf a severe wound. This 
Impaired for many years his popu- 
larity, lie fought with distinction 
In the Creek Indian War, and gained 
tho title of Major-Gcneral in tho reg- 
ulars. He then went South against 
the British, and lilt brilliant victory 
at New Orleans made him the Idol of 
n large porilon of the American na- 
tion. In 1828 ho wa« elected Presi- 
dent- He died, without i*aue, at the 
Hermitage, on June 8. 1815

There are some peoplo to whom bor- 
rowing seems as natural as brea'hing; 
«ho might almost be said to make « 
profession of it; who appear ta have a 
decided prefereuce for the goods with 
which the gods provide others; w ho 
ate never so well sai-fied as when 
using tho tools of another; who feel 
more secure from the asm. tits of the 
Heather under another's umbrella, 
better mounted on a friend's horse, 
better dressed in another's finery; who 
would sooner borrow a book than read 
her own; who might naturally be sup- 
posed to hanker after another man's 
shoes. It doea not by any means 
follow that tho ready borrower is al- 
ways the willing lender.

marks. The borrower haa usually a 
bsd uiemorv, and a worse conscience; 
tho fact of his being obliged to borrow 
at all atisea generilly from improvi- 
dence, a lack ol lorethonght, or an 
abuse o r Ids own properly; and he who 
takes no care or his own will hardly 
he scrupulous in the care of another's.
